against five truckers and th a t he is 
continuing his investigation of a 
number of other truckers who are 
violating the provisions of an act 
of the state legislature, approved in 
1935, prescribing proper procedure 
for weighing and hauling coal. 
The act 
provides, 
Mr, Naugle 
pointed out, th a t there shall be a 
st parate weight slip issued for each 
lot of coal 
moved and 
each lot 
transported in a separate com part­ 
ment oT a truck or other vehicle. 
Weight slips can be legally issued, 
under the provisions of the law, by 
i licensed weigh-m aster. Each slip 
most bear the following inform a­ 
tion: 
The weight in pounds, tin* kind, 
end size of fuel, the nam e ol 
the 
st lier and tho purchaser, the license 
number of the vehicle and the sig­ 
il! ture of the license weigh-mastnr

These weight slips m ust be carried 
by the truck drivers to the pur­ 
chasers. 
Violations of the act provide for 
penalties of $50 fine and casts or 
ten days in jail for the first of­ 
fense. For each succeeding offense, 
a violator is to be fined $100 or sen­ 
tenced to 30 days in jail. 
“Purchasers in this section are 
not only being given short weight 
by many of tiles** bootleg truckers, 
but they arc buying coal th at was
